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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully disagrees with the argument 
provided by the applicant. Applicant argues that Narita does not teach or suggest a 2N-bit multiplier is used in multiplying two N-bit numbers 
and two 2N-bit numbers as recited in claim 1. Examiner however disagrees. Column 4, lines 29-63 and figures 1-3 of Narita disclose 
multiplying n-bits x n-bits, thus multiplying "two N-bit numbers." The result yields a 2n bit result. Thus, the multiplier is acting as a 2N-bit 
multiplier performing the multiplication of two N-bit numbers. Furthermore, column 10, lines 43-65 of Narita discloses the multiplier is 
utilized in "multiplying two 2N-bit numbers", where each word is formed from a pair of short words, thus providing the second mode of 
multiplication.
